January 26, 1976 


The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen County 
met in regular session at the Main Library, 900 Webster Street, January 26, 
1976 at 4:00 p.m. Members present were: Mr. Allan J. Tremper, Mrs. Helen E. 
Knoblauch, Mrs. Audrey Sharpe, Mr. Paul Lauletta and Mrs. Florence A. Buirley. 
Mr. Tremper presided. 


Approval of the minutes of the December 22nd and December 30th meetings was 
the first item on the agenda. Mrs. Buirley moved the minutes be approved as sub- 
mitted, seconded by Mrs. Knoblauch and carried. 


Opening of bids to borrow money was next on the agenda. Lincoln National 
Bank submitted a bid of 3.375% interest; Fort Wayne National Bank submitted a bid 
of 3.05% interest with a $3.00 premium; and Anthony Wayne Bank submitted a bid of 
2.90% interest on $300,000 only.

Mr. Lauletta moved the approval of 
Dennis Jeffrey's proposal, seconded by Mrs. Sharpe and carried. 


Mr. Lauletta is moving to Ohio and this is his last meeting he will attend. 
Mr. Tremper told Mr. Lauletta he would be a great loss to the Board and they would 
all miss him serving on the Library Board. His advice has been very much needed 
and they appreciated having him on the Board of Trustees of the Fort Wayne Public 
Library. Mr. Tremper expressed the feelings of all the Board members.

June 24, 1976 


The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen 
County met in special session at the Main Library, 900 Webster Street, June 24, 
1976, at 2:00 p.m. Members present were: Mr. Charles E. Slater, Mr. Allan J. 
Tremper, Mrs. Florence A. Buirley, Mr. Russell E. Erb, Mrs. Vera Dulin, 
Mrs. Helen Reynolds, Mr. William E. Miller, Mrs. Rhuea Graham and Mrs. Helen 
E. Knoblauch. Mr. Slater presided. 


Mr. Reynolds presented the Allen County Contractual Library proposed 
budget for 1977 and explained the increases and decreases in the budget items. 
Mr. Miller moved the 1977 proposed budget with the exception of alteration of 
item 11, seconded by Mrs. Reynolds and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Reynolds presented the Bond and Interest Redemption proposed budget 
for 1977. Mr. Erb moved the approval of the proposed budget for 1977, seconded 
by Mrs. Buirley and passed unanimously. 


The 1977 proposed budget for the Fort Wayne Public Library was presented 
by Mr. Reynolds with the explaination of the increases and decreases in the 
budget items. Mrs. Buirley moved the approval of the proposed 1977 budget with 
the exception of alteration of item 11. Mrs. Knoblauch seconded the motion and 
it passed unanimously. 


By consent the Board set Mr. Reynolds salary for 1977 at $30,500. 


When no further business appeared the Board adjourned.

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BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY OF FORT WAYNE AND ALLEN COUNTY 
November 22, 1976 


The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen County 
met in regular session at the Main Library, 900 Webster Street, November 22, 
1976 at 4:00 p.m. All members were present. Mr. Slater presided. 


Approval of the minutes of the October 25th meeting was the first item on 
the agenda. Rev. Frazier moved the minutes be approved as submitted, seconded 
by Mrs. Buirley and carried. 


The Board's approval to hire the following hourly rated employees was next 
on the agenda: 


Jo Ann Burkart $2.50 
James Cavanaugh aA 8 
Wilma Freeman Piao 


Mrs. Knoblauch moved the approval to hire the three hourly rated employees at 
the recommended hourly rates, seconded by Mrs. Sharpe and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Reynolds asked the Board's direction concerning the bookmobile - Shawnee 
Branch Library situation. When we built the new Shawnee Branch Library we had 
Bookmobile stops which should have been eliminated at that time. Our policy is 
to not have a bookmobile stop within one mile of a branch. Some patrons stated 
that if the bookmobile was taken away they would still not use the branch library. 
The Board said to investigate all Bookmobiles and Branches for their use. 


The Board's approval of a change order on the contract for roof repairs to 
the main library by C. Miller and Sons, Inc. was next on the agenda. The changes 
in the contract came to a net deduct of $1,845.00 making the new contract sum 
including this change order to $39,938.00. Rev. Frazier moved the approval of the 
change order, seconded by Mr. Erb and passed unanimously. 


A discussion of the registration and library card policy for students attend- 
ing institutions of higher learning in Fort Wayne was next. The first recommenda- 
tion is "A student attending college or school of higher education in Fort Wayne 
or Allen County is entitled to a regular library card and full service when he is 
a resident of Fort Wayne or Allen County and gives his address as in this area". 
Rev. Frazier moved the adoption of this policy, seconded by Mrs. Sharpe and passed 
unanimously. The second recommendation was "A non-resident student, showing en- 
rollment is given a student card good for up to 6 months. Prior to any re-registra- 
tion, proof of enrollment must be shown. This card includes no use of Fine Arts 
or Record Room circulating material". Rev. Frazier moved the adoption of this 
policy for non-resident students, seconded by Mr. Tremper and passed unanimously. 


The cost estimate for the addition to the Fort Wayne Public Library was 
presented to the Board by Conrad C. Jankowski and Samuel R. Calvin of Jankowski 
Associates, architects. The cost estimate will be $3.5 million including equip- 
ment and furniture, parking and vehicle storage. Therefore the following resolu- 
tion was presented for adoption: 


RESOLVED: That it has become necessary to expand the present 
main library building at 900 South Webster Street in the City of Fort 
Wayne by an addition of approximately 60,000 square feet upon land now 
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owned by the library immediately west of the present building. The 
addition is required primarily for the storage of books and additional 
space for public services and would cost, including furnishings, equip- 
ment, parking and vehicle storage, approximately $3,500,000. to be 
financed by a new issue of general obligation bonds. 


THEREFORE, the president of the board and the head librarian are 
authorized and directed to cause petitions to be circulated for the 
authorization of a bond issue for that purpose in the amount of $3,500,000 
and to request the approval of the State Board of Tax Commissioners and 
the Tax Control Board for such an issue. 


The president and librarian are also authorized to seek the 
vacation of alleys as necessary for the proposed construction and a 
variance from the requirements of the zoning ordinance as to off street 
parking. 


The president and librarian are further authorized to employ an 
architect or engineer for any preliminary work necessary to accomplish 
these purposes and to retain the usual legal counsel required for the 
bond issue. 


Mrs. Sharpe moved the adoption of the resolution, seconded by Mrs. Buirley and 
passed unanimously. 


Approval of the bills from the Operating Fund in the amount of $123,697.11, 


Indiana & Michigan Electric Company bills in the amount of $6,821.13 and Lincoln 
National Life Insurance Company bill in the amount of $2,104.10 was the last item 
on the agenda. Mrs. Buirley moved the bills be approved for payment, seconded by 
. Erb and carried. 


When no further business appeared the Board adjourned.

They were also discussed extensively at the 
district meetings in October. 


. The increased dues will support expanded ILTA operations through 


the Executive Office. The enclosed brochure describes some of 
ILTA's services to member libraries. Please let us know about other 
services you are interested in. We need your active participation 
to make ILTA the ''key'' to trusteeship it should be ! 


One more thing .... would you share all these facts with the other members 
of your board?

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TRANSFERS BETWEEN MAJOR CLASSIFICATIONS 


Due to an official opinion by the Attorney General, libraries can now transfer funds 
between major classifications by board resolution only. Official Opinion No. 11 
dated June 28, 1976 extended the applicability of Indiana Code, section 6-1.1-18-6 
to public school corporations. The Attorney General's office has stated that by 
extension the provisions would also be applicable to public libraries. 


Indiana Code, section 6-1.1=18-6 states: 


"(a) The proper officers of a political subdivision may transfer money 
from one major budget classification to another within a department 
Orrothice try 


) (1) they determine that the transfer is necessary; 


(2) the transfer does not require the expenditure of more money 
. than the total amount set out in the budget as finally 
determined under this article; 


(3) the transfer is made at regular public meeting and by proper 
ordinance; and . 


(4) the transfer is certified to the county auditor. 


(b) A transfer may be made under this section without notice and without 
the approval of the state board of tax commissioners. However, 
‘the county auditor shall report the transfer to the state board." 


Therefore a public library can transfer from one major budget classification of 

the operating fund to another classification of that fund without additional 

public notice and prior approval of the State Board of Tax Commissioners. Al} 

transfers can be made by board resolution adopted at a public meeting. The trans- 

fer must then be certified to the county auditor who will notify the State Board 

_ of Tax Commissioners of the transfer. Expenditure of money in excess of the total 

appropriation cannot be authorized in this manner. To use money from the LIRF, 
action must be taken as before, requiring a resolution by the library board, 
advertising, submission to the State Board of Tax Commissioners, public hearing, 
and approval by the State Board of Tax Commissioners. ie

EMERGENCY JOBS PROGRAMS EXTENSION ACT OF 1976 


Public Law 94-444, signed by the President on October 1, extends through FY 1977 
the emergency jobs program authorized by Title VI of the Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA VI) and makes several other amendments to CETA programs. 
Among other things, there is a new emphasis on jobs for the long-term unemployed — 
who have low household income. New jobs -- that is, jobs in addition to the 
number of public service employees that were employed by each prime sponsor under 
CETA Titles I} and Vi as of June 30, 1976 -- must be in a new program of unemploy- 
ment projects with eligibility limited to long-term unemployed or AFDC recipients. 


With respect to any vacancies resulting from attrition below the June 30, 1976 
number of CETA 1! and VI job-holders, one-half of such vacancies must be filled 
by persons meeting the new eligibility requirements, while the other half may be 
filled without regard to the new requirements and preference here may be given to 
the hiring of unemployed former public health and safety employees for public 
health and safety jobs. | ares ha) 


The Secretary of Labor is prohibited from applying any quota or numerical restric- 
tion on the number of rehired public service employees that may be employed in 
those jobs to which the new eligibility requirements do not apply. However, this 
provision in no way affects the continuing prohibition against hiring any employee 
who was laid off in anticipation that he or she would be rehired under CETA funds. 


CETA extension legislation 
appear in the October 26, 1976 Federal Register, pp. 46998-47009. Up to Novem~

It is important that application items be filled in as completely and accurately 
as possible. Errors or omissions may cause the application to be held up or 
rejected. 


In order to expedite the processing of Title |, LPW, applications, it is suggested 
that copies of local applications be submitted simultaneously to the appropriate 
EDA Regional Office and the State Library agency. 


USE OF CLAIM FORMS IN A PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Attorney General held in Official Opinion No. 13, issued April 19, 1968, that 
the attachment of a properly itemized and certified invoice to the front side of 
a prescribed claim form, in lieu of manual completion of the front side of the 
claim form, is consistent with the purpose of IC 5~11-10-2. 


In view of the foregoing opinion, this department will accept the use of certified 
invoices subject to the following conditions: 


1. tnvoice contains on its face the exact wording provided in the 
law. This wording shall state as follows: 


"| hereby certify that the foregoing account is 
just and correct, that the amount claimed is 
legally due, after allowing all just credits, and 
that no part of the same has been paid.’! 


2. Invoice shall be fully itemized, in the manner described on the 
prescribed claim form, 


3. Certificate is signed by the claimant or authorized agent. 


h, tnovice is firmly attached to and becomes a permanent part of 
the prescribed claim and processed in the same manner as other 
claims. (The invoice should be attached by stapling and not by 
the use of a paper clip.) 


This opinion does not affect the processing of utility bills. They will continue 


to be accepted without certification in accordance with the law and attached to 
the prescribed claim and processed in the manner provided in item four (4) above.

We now have a change in the reimbursement policy, both 
transportation and lunch out-of-pocket expense items, to go into effect 
immediately if you at the library concur, The increase in gasoline mileage, 
from 7¢ to 12 ¢ is mandatory for the program nation-wide, and has already 
beer in effect and volunteers so informed. The lunch reimbursement allow- 
ance, heretofore $1,25 per day of volunteer service, may now be increased 
at the discretion of the local programs and local volunteer station supervisors, 
It seems obvious that it is difficult to have lunch near the library for $1, 25; 
therefore, I would like to suggest that you set the lunch reimbursement 
amount for the senior volunteers working for the library, Since we at the 
RSVP office only facilitate the paper work necessary for reimbursing the 
library volunteers, I feel it is the library's perogative to establish the 
amount you wish to allow volunteers for their lunch costs, If you and/or 
Mr, Broderick have questions relating to this or wish to discuss the matter 
further with me, I will be happy to hear from you, Otherwise, the reim- 
bursement claim checks will be processed as indicated on the December 
report forms when they are submitted.

The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen County 
met in regular session at the Main Library, 900 Webster Street, December 27, 1976 
at 4:00 p.m. All members were present. Mr. Slater presided. 


Approval of the minutes of the November 22nd meeting was the first item on 
the agenda. Mrs. Buirley moved the minutes be approved as submitted, seconded 
by Mrs. Sharpe and carried. 


The Blue Cross - Blue Shield disability policy was discussed. Mrs. Knoblauch 
moved that an employee with 1 - 19 years of service be carried for three months 
and an employee with over 20 years of service be carried for six months. The 
motion was seconded by Mrs. Buirley and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Reynolds asked the Board's permission to pay Mr. Fortriede's expenses 
for two or three days stay in Bloomington in regards to video tape programs at 
Monroe County Public Library. Mrs. Sharpe moved the approval to pay expenses 
of Mr. Fortriede, seconded by Mrs. Knoblauch and carried. 


A change in reimbursement policy for RSVP Library volunteers was next on 
the agenda. The increase in gasoline mileage from 7¢ to 12¢ is mandatory for 
the program nation-wide.
